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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609.04(a) states,

In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth.

Claims 1-2 are objected to because of the following informalities: each claim 
must be properly numbered and begin with a capital letter and end with a period. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 

forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 

the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 

invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 

Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Werner et 
al (US 6,366,028) in view of Hamana et al (US 6,761,456) and in further view of Jehn 
(US 5,307,253). 

Regarding claim 1 , Werner et al discloses a battery power light having a laser 
pointer module column 6, lines 48-50, a battery 22 and a rotary cap 14. 

Werner et al does not disclose a toggle switch or a safety plate. 

Regarding claim 1 , Hamana et al disclose a laser pointer having a control unit 34, 
a laser module 33 and a safety plate 40. 

Regarding claim 1 , Hamana et al does not discloses a toggle switch. 

Regarding claim 1 , Jehn (‘253) disclose a structure of a laser pointer having a 
housing 2, a toggle switch 3, and battery set 5 and laser diode 12. 

Therefore it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to combine the portable laser pointer of Werner et al with 
the safety plate of Hamana et al and the toggle switch of Jehn in order to provide a 
portable and light weight laser pointer that will emitter laser light in a light weight device. 
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Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Werner et 
al (US 6,366,028) in view of Hamana et al (US 6,761 ,456) and in further view of Jehn 
(US 5,307,253). 

Regarding claim 2, Werner et al discloses a battery power light having a laser 
pointer module column 6, lines 48-50, a single battery 22 operating at 1 .5 volts (column 
6, lines 60-66, a PC board 24 including a DC-DC converter 24, and a rotary cap 14. 

Werner et al does not disclose a toggle switch or a safety plate. 

Regarding claim 2, Hamana et al disclose a laser pointer having a control unit 34, 
a laser module 33 and a safety plate 40. 

Regarding claim 2, Hamana et al does not discloses a toggle switch. 

Regarding claim 2, Jehn (‘253) disclose a structure of a laser pointer having a 
housing 2, a toggle switch 3, and battery set 5 and laser diode 12. 

Therefore it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to combine the portable laser pointer of Werner et al with 
the safety plate of Hamana et al and the toggle switch of Jehn in order to provide a 
portable and light weight laser pointer that will emitter laser light in a light weight device.
